1 lb. Ground Beef 

1 cup Onion, Chopped 

1 15-0z. Can Diced Tomatoes 
1 6-0z. Can Tomato Paste 
1/2 tsp. Thyme, Crushed 

1 tsp. Salt 

2 cups Elbow Macaroni, Dry 


3 Egg Whites, Lightly Beaten 


1/2 cup Feta Cheese, 
crumbled 


1/2 cup Butter 

1/2 cup Flour 

1 tsp. Salt 

1/8 tsp. Cinnamon 

4 cups Milk 

3 Egg Yolks, Lightly Beaten 


Brown ground beef and onion. Add tomatoes, tomato paste, thyme and salt. Cover and 


simmer 20 minutes. Cook macaroni eight 


minutes, drain. Mix egq whites and feta 


into macaroni and put into 13x9x2 baking dish. Combine tomato mixture with the 


macaroni and smooth out. 


In a sauce pan, melt butter, then add flour and cook one minute stirring constantly. 
Add milk all at once. Add salt and cinammon. Whisk till smooth and stir constantly 
until thick and bubbly. Add 1/4 cup of the hot mixture to the egg yolks and stir. 
Now whisk it into the pan with the rest of the mixture. Pour sauce over macaroni and 
sprinkle very lightly with cinnamon. Bake at 375° for 35-40 minutes. Remove from 
oven and let stand ten minutes before serving.

This change re- 
quires developers to do some- 
thing more than totally clear- 
ing the entire area and building 
homes. The amendment calls 
for new trees to be planted on 
each lot. The ordinance dic- 
tates the size, number and 
species of trees to be planted. 
I believe the Tree Protec- 
tion Ordinance and the amend- 
ment to the site condominium 
ordinance were necessary and 
important changes. They will 
enhance the aesthetics of each 
new development and the 
value of the entire Township. 
Johan, you were right “now 
is not the time for apathy.” 
There are people that are doing 
something about the new chal- 
lenges facing our growing 
community. Both of the above 
changes were passed unani- 


mously by the MHuron 
Township Board.
